The Engliih unofficial accounts, it will ha 
recode Afd, bring down the dates from tk t 
fields of battle, to the 5th December 
• that 
on the id and 2d December the French were 
fuccefiful in defeating the Ruffian centre, 
taking many cannon, and prifoners ; but that 
afterwards, particularly on the 5th Decem­ 
ber, the tide of fucccfs turned— tho Ruffians, 
in their turn, became the favorites of For­ 
tune ; and the French were compelled to re­ 
treat fome miles. 
But thefe accounts are 
unofficial ; and may be fabrications. 
A t length a French official account of tilt 
events of the sd and 2d December has reach­ 
ed us. 
It is from Marflial Benitier to Maf­ 
f i a , received via Leghorn.— It dates, that 
on the ad December the Autiro-RuflUn ar­ 
my had Wen completely defeated ; that of 
80,oco mer, 15 000 were killed, 15 oco tak­ 
en prifoners, and 120 pieces of cannon. Thii 
account, though it deals in round numbers, 
does not dilTer from the Britifh accounts of 
thofe two day*, more than oppotite account* 
ufually do ; and it does not ipcik of eyenta - 
after the 2d December.

Though we do not think it probably aftef ^ 
fo heavy a difader, that the allied armie« 
were in fufficient force and heart to turn the 
table! on their vanquifhers ; we pronounce if 
not to ba impossible , for tht Englifh ac­ 
counts flite, that en the three days after the * 
ad, the Ruffians retook their prifoners and 
cannon ; and it may be pronounced with 
fafety that 15 OOO Ruffians did not fall with­ 
out planting by their tides nearly an equal 
number of Frenchmen ; and that, aa far aa 
killed and wounded extended, both armiei 
were nearly alike weakened in the battle of 
the ad.
